District, REA sign letter of understanding

Added assurance that a teacher’s 
strike will not take place in Romulus 
Community Schools, at least for the 
immediate present, came last week 
in a “letter of understanding” which 
members of the Romulus Education 
Association (REA) have agreed to 
sign. 

The letter will authorize the 
continuation of the present three- 
year teachers contract on a day-to- 
day basis after it expires Aug. 31, 
1979, according to Terrel M. 
LeCesne, personnel relations 


manager and chief negotiator for the 
school system. 

“Either side can end the con- 
tinuation with a 48-hour notice,” he 
explained. 

Confirmation of the letter of un- 
derstanding and its signing by 329 
REA teacher members was made 
Friday by Terrel Bird, REA 
president, who is a vocational 
education building trades instructor 
at Romulus High School. 

Commenting on the letter, 
LeCesne said, “With this 
agreement, there is reasonable 
assurance that we will have an 


uninterrupted start of the coming 
school year.” 

The fact that the REA bargaining 
team has approved its members to 
work on without a contract indicates 
that talks are progressing well at the 
bargaining table, he added. 

Announcing that two more 
bargaining sessions are scheduled 
this week, LeCesne said the 
Romulus school board “will make a 
financial offer” at that time. 

Making negotiations a little more 
sticky this year for the Romulus 
school district is its inclusion in the 
newly-formed 14-member Wayne 
county Michigan Education

Association (WCMEA). Talks could 
take longer to resolve for individual 
member districts because some 
contract issues will be held out for 
jointly. 

Bird, who declared that wage 
talks “have a long way to go”, ad- 
mitted that several items will be 
bargained for by the WCMEA for all 
of its 14 members. 

He said these would include: 
economics — the basic fringe 
benefits and salaries and insurance, 
teacher protection in times of 
layoffs, and class size. 

Explaining that county-wide, 
some school districts are laying off 


due to declining enrollments and 
others are adding on for the opposite 
reason, Bird said the WCMEA would 
like to see laid off teachers hired by 
school districts needing additional 
help. 

“This would make more sense 
than hiring beginning teachers 
coming out of college. When that 
happens, tax money has to go 
toward paying unemployment in- 
surance for laid off teachers and 
also for training the new teachers 
just starting out,” he said. 

He said teacher contracts now 
follow the pattern set down by the 


automotive industry, but said school 
pacts are “one, two or three yean 
behind”. 

LeCesne said the administration 
has agreed on a school calendar for 
the coming school year Included in 
the schedule are Wednesday, Sept. 5, 
as the first day of school. 

“Sept 5 will be a half-day session 
for all students in grades 1-12,” 
LeCesne said. “However, regular 
morning and afternoon classes will 
be held for kindergarten pupils.” 

Beginning Thursday, Sept. 6, 
regular full-day classes will begin 
for all students, he added. 


Huron Schools answer 
questions about millage 


This is the second of a series of 
questions and answers about the 
Sept. 10 school millage vote in Huron 
Township. 

Anyone having questions about the 
3.5 mill increase the Huron School 
District is seeking should contact 
Supt. Curtis D. Bartz at 782-2441. 
Huron Board of Education members 
are also available to answer 
questions. 

QUESTION: 

What is “operational millage?” 
How is it used? 

ANSWER: 

Operational millage is the money 
that pays for the daily running of the 
schools. Such items as books, heat, 
lights, supplies, and salaries are 
pbfd f r by “operational millage ” 
By law, operational millage cannot 
be used for constructing new 
buildings. 

QUESTION: 

The valuation on my home has 
gone up. What have the schools done 
with the extra money they’ve 
received? 

ANSWER: 

School districts which qualify for 
state membership aid do not receive 
more money from increased 
valuations. For each additional 
dollar received from local taxpayers 
because of increased assessments, 
those districts lose a dollar in state 
aid, under the formula used during 
the past few years. 

QUESTION: 

Who can vote in the school elec- 
tion? 

ANSWER: 

All registered voters. 

QUESTION: 

When are the polling places open? 
ANSWER: 

Polling places will be open from 7 
a m. through 8 p.m 

QUESTION: 

If I know I’m going to be out of 
town on Sept. 10, can I vote by ab- 
sentee ballot? 

ANSWER: 

Yes, absentee ballots are 
available from your local school 
district. Stop at the superintendent’s 
office or call the school for further 
information about getting your 
absentee ballot. 

QUESTION: 

How does the board arrive at a 
millage? 

ANSWER: 

They sit down with all the known 
facts and figures, attempt to 
estimate the probable factors which 
will ultimately influence the 
operation of schools next year, and 
then arrive at a joint decision on a 
millage amount which they believe 
is a sufficient amount to operate 
schools. 

QUESTION: 

Couldn’t schools cut out the frills 
of education such as music? 
ANSWER: 

It’s difficult to define just what a 
“frill” is. To a music student, music 
certainly would not seem to be a 
“frill.” A school district’s 
educational program is a carefully 
considered series of courses which 
try to respond to the educational 
needs and desires of young people. If 
you think there are “frills’* in 
Huron’s educational program, you 
might want to check with a teacher 
or administrator to get all the facts 
about the value of a particular 
course or activity 

To answer your question directly, 
schools would reduce costs if they 
reduced the number of courses of- 


fered, but the long-term price of 
ignorance could be expensive to our 
children. 

QUESTION: 

I f ve heard the term “fund equity.” 
Just what is a “fund equity?” 
ANSWER: 

A “fund equity” is the excess of 
the assets of a fund over its 
liabilities and reserves. Assets in- 


New Michigan legislation dealing 
with solid waste disposal was 
sharply criticized by Van Buren 
Township Sup. Pat Cullin, who along 
with other government officials and 
the general public, attended public 
hearings Friday in Lansing. 

Another local government official, 
Henry Redman, Sumpter Township 
manager, said it was too early for 
him to make any final decisions on 
the new act, which was signed by the 
Governor only last January. 

“Possible ramifications of Act 641 
make it difficult to make positive 
judgments at this time,” 
Redman said. “I will reserve my 
opinions until more facts are in.”

Cullin was critical of Michigan Act 
641 of the Public Acts of 1978 because 
its provisions supersede laws on the 
local government level. 

“Act 641 is a step in the right 
direction, but it doesn’t go far 
enough,” she exclaimed. “It’s okay 
if the state wants to establish 
minimum criteria, but local 
governments should be able to go on 
from there.” 

Rather than have the state, under 
Act 641, overrule local governments 
on such matters as solid waste 
disposal, she feels that such control 
should be up to cities and townships 

“If local governments want to 
make state laws such as Act 641 
more strict, then they should be able 
to do so,” Cullin explained. 

She said anyone who is interested 
in solid waste disposal should attend 


dude such things as cash, accounts 
receivable, taxes receivable, in- 
ventory, money due from other 
funds, money due from other 
government agencies, and pre-paid 
expenses: Liabilities include such 
things as accounts payable, salaries 
and withholding payables, contracts 
payables, money due to other funds 
and deferred revenue. 


the hearings being held in Lansing. 

“Personally, I feel that legislation 
should not take control away from 
local government; this one does,” 
she said. 

Cullin reported that represen- 
tatives of many large companies 
and George Graft, president of the 
Michigan Chamber of Commerce, 
warned those at the hearings that 
many businesses now operating in 
Michigan would be forced to leave 
the state because of the high cost of 
complying with provisions of Act 
641. 

She said Sam Henderson, 
representing Michigan foundries, 
testified it would take a 640-acre site 
just to isolate a 40-acre landfill site 
for solid waste disposal. 

Input being gathered by Michigan 
legislators will help the state im- 
plement the newly-passed Act 641, 
as well as help determine how, 
when, where, and what solid wastes 
will be disposed of. 

Glen Brown, director of en- 
vironmental health, Wayne County 
Health Department, agreed that Act 
641 is complicated and will vary in 
some respects from county to county 
within the state. 

He said Act 641 requires each 
Michigan county to develop its own 
plan for solid waste disposal. After 
“dialogue” with various com- 
munities, the plan must be approved 
by the county board of com- 
missioners, the state Department of 
Natural Resources and the com- 
munity in which the plan will be 
used. 

“For the plan to be accepted,” 
Brown said, “two-thirds of the 
communities in the county must 
have approved it.” / 

Brown admitted that local com- 
munities will have less control over 
solid waste programs “to some 
extent” under Act 641, which he said 
updated and expanded existing 
laws.

Officials to attend 
hearing on solid 
waste disposal act 
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In next two months 


Senior housing, fire station near construction start 


Two major Romulus building 
projects, a senior citizen housing 
complex and a fifth city fire station 
are tentatively scheduled to start up 
within the next two months, ac- 
cording to Mayor William -M. 
Oakley. 

The mayor announced a Sep- 
tember groundbreaking for the 
$225,000 fire station and an Oct. 1, 
1979 target construction date for the 
“Romulus Tower” elderly housing 
complex. 

"Both projects are the result of 
months of careful preparation and 
study,” the mayor said, “and 
represent the kind of positive 
progress our city mdst have to grow 
and prosper.” 

The housing project, to be con- 
structed behind the downtown area 
between Shook and Olive Streets, is 
being developed by North Cranbrook 


Associates at a cost of ap- 
proximately $4,000,000 

The six-story complex, similiar in 
design to the Wayne Towers and 
Garden City Towers, built by the 
same firm, will contain 115 one- 
bedroom dwelling units and 10 two- 
bedroom units. 

Residents must be 62 years of age 
or older to qualify, with first 
preference given t 9 Romulus 
residents. In certain instances, 
handicapped persons who have not 
yet attained the age of 62 may also 
be admitted. 

Residents will pay 15 to 25 percent 
of their income for rent. The 
building will be constructed using 
the latest in security systems, in- 
cluding: a single entrance from 
outside, television camera sur- 
veillance of the foyer, a 
sophisticated call and /ire alarm 
system throughout the building and 


a well-lighted parking lot for 63 cars. 

The main floor will also include a 
large lounge, multi-purpose room, 
library, card room, arts and crafts 
workshop, special meeting room, 
laundry, storage, office space and 
outdoor patio area complete with 
shuffleboard courts. 

The site will be within easy 
walking distance of the post office, 
senior center, bank, hardware, 
supermarket, secretary of state’s 


office, drugstore, lawyers offices, 
barbershops, and other retail stores. 

Mayor Oakley said all interested 
residents who would like to sign up 
the housing structure, should call his 
office, giving name, address and 
telephone number. 

The new Romulus fire station, 
which will be located on Northline 
Road, approximately a quarter mile 
east of Huron River Drive, will 
service the southwest portion of the 


city, including the downtown area 
and several housing subdivisions. 

Situated on 1.6 acres of land 
purchased as excess property from 
the State of Michigan for $9,000, the 
station will be similiar in ap- 
pearance to the new station No. 4 
located on Eureka Road. 

It will contain 2,700 square feet of 
garage, office, meeting and storage 
space, and is intended to eventually 
replace fire station No. 1, located 


next to the recreation department. 

It is being constructed with a 
$90,000 community development 
block grant and monies from the 
sale of the old cou* t-house and fire 
station site on Eureka Road 

The station will be manned by a 13- 
member volunteer crew and 
equipped with a new front line 
pumper, new rescue van, and 
possibly a new quick foam rig and 
attack pumper.

Immunization records for 
students attending in either the 
Romulus or Van Buren school 
districts must indicate that the 
student has received the required 
vaccines. 

According to Janice Arsenault, a 
registered nurse from the Wayne 
County Health Department, there 
are four vaccines, D.P.T. 

■ diphtheria, pertussia, tetanus), 
pnlio. measles, and Rubella 

Mrs. Arsenault said the vac- 
cinations are given free of charge at 
the county health department. 

The starting age for immunization 
shots begins at age 2 months through 
5 years of age, and then from 6 years 
of age through 17 years of age, she 
noted. 

“Tetanus and diptheria boosters 
are needed every 10 years after the 
completion of schedule throughout 
life,” said Mrs. Arsenault. 

She urged students to have their 
shots early on, rather than 
procrastinating out of “fear” and 
then wind-up having to cluster the 


long series of shots needed through 
the years. 

Parents with infants should also 
take head of the health department’s 
strong urgings that babies be given 
vaccinations, at* the proper 
schedule, she said. 

“There is a series of vaccinations 
starting at 2 months to 18 months, 
and if those haven't been given by 
tb ‘in ** i ho student reaches school 
ug toon i fie shots must be given,”

'Sunset' bill: 


Lawmakers argue pros, cons

Close your books, it’s a quiz. Only 
one question, but it s tricky and 
multiple choice. 

“Sunset” legislation is: (1)A very 
“sexy” issue (2) Capable of 
“bringing the State of Michigan to a 
halt. (3) A bill which recently passed 
the Senate, but has been called 
“nothing but a fraud in the Senate.” 
(4) Intended to review existing state 
programs to determine whether 
those programs are necessary or 
waste of taxpayers’ dollars. (5) All 
of the above. 

The answer is all of the above. 
That is, depending on who is 
speaking on the issue. 

If it*s Senate Majority Leader 
William Faust, the proposed 
legislation is potentially 
“dangerous.” 

Faust, a Democrat, represents the 
Westand, Wayne and Canton 
communities, among others in his 
13th District. 

Sunset legislation, according to its 
definition, is proposed to review all 
of the state’s 19 departments, with 
the review to be done on a periodic 
basis. ^5 rv 

The intent of (he review is tdr 
eliminate wasteful and outdated 
programs, many of which continue 
on and on because the State 
Legislature has never been required 
to re-evaluate the programs* 
usefulness. 

That’s where sunset comes into 
play. Such a law* puts an automatic 
ending date on a program, unless the 
program is specifically continued by 
the lawmakers after review. 

Faust said he is in favor of 
cleaning up government waste, and 
thus supports the thebry of 
legislation. But he is quick to note 
his opposition to a “key” provision 
of the bill. 

“I oppose terminating programs 
automatically. What if there isn’t 
time to review the program before 
the termination date. Should the 
program just end?” Faust asked. 

“They enacted it (sunset 
legislation) in Colorado, and it’s one 
of the most horrible pieces of 
legislation I’ve ever seen,” Faust 
said. “They were caught in a mess, 
because they couldn’t review the 
programs in time and had they 
adhered to the termination date 
Colorado would have ceased.” 

“Colorado would have come to an 
end.” 

To that argument, Steve Carter, 
state chairperson of Michigan 
Common Cause, says “political 
rhetoric.” 

“It may sound good, but really it’s 
just a smoke screen. Without a 
termination date to sunset, there 
will never be a way to force the 
legislature to review the 
programs,” Carter said, “‘Ter- 
mination of bad programs is sun- 
set.” 

Common Cause is a nationwide 
citizens lobby and was the principle 
supporter of the sunset legislation’s

passage in Colorado. That was four 
years ago. 

Carter said although there are 
some flaws in the sunset law passed 
in Colorado, the legislation could be 
feasible and practical, if a provision 
w r as added to a Michigan law 
requiring staggered termination 
;date9. * 

“ICs certainly very needed and a 
very sexy issue now.” Carter said. 
“After the last election with three 
tax limitation issues on the ballot, 
the citizen concern is with cutting 
taxes, cutting the waste and getting 
rid of the fat in government.” 

Past voting practices on the issue 
in both the House of Representatives

and the Senate during the past three 
years has shown a partisan split, 
with more Republicans favoring the 
cleanup government legislation than 
Democrats. 

State Rep Robert Law, 
representing the Livonia and 
Westland commtiniU^s,. is a 
Republican. He supports sunset 
legislation, including the provision 
for a termination date. 

Interestingly enough, so does 
State Rep. Thomas Brown a 
Democrat, wbo represents Canton 
Township, Wayne and Westland. 
Brown also favors automatic ter- 
mination. 

“I have to say that without a 


termination date, I hestitate giving 
my support to the bill,” Brown said 

Admitting to having no certain or 
exact knowledge as to how many 
programs actually exist within each 
of the 19 state departments. Brown 
said the time has come to flush out 
waste in Michigan government. 

Sunset, he said, has the 
capabilities to do just that and at all 
levels where state programs reach. 

“I don’t honestly know how many 
programs we have, but I do know 
there are thousands,” Brown said, 
adding that he is curious to find out 
exactly how many programs exist 
and if their usefulness has run out. 

Faust disagrees. 

It is Faust’s belief that programs 
which have run their course of 
usefulness will, in time, fade from 
the funding scene. 

“Like the program for Spanish 
American War Veterans. In about 
eight years there probably will only 
be two (veterans) left in the state, 
and the program will terminate 
itself,” Faust explained. 

That theory, however, was refuted 
by Rep. Law. 

Law said since he was elected to 
office three years ago, he can recall 
debating the merits of sunset 
legislation, and still today is urging 
the bill be given termination “‘teeth.’ 

“Let’s face it, as long as the funds 
keep coming and no questions asked, 
the programs will continue.” Law 
said, “there has to be a cut-of date 
for programs, or it won’t be worth 
anything.”

service, and a head- 
stone for the grave. 

Information which a 
veteran should have 
compiled on one card 
include full name — as 
o9ed in service* service 
serial number; Social 
Security number; VA 
Claim number, if any; 
branch of service; and 
dates of service. 

A veteran’s discharge 
should be kept together 
with a will, insurance 
policies, marriage 
certificate and other 
important documents.

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Shattered dream:

Terry Hoskins lives with one 
recurring nightmare. He sees 
shattered window glass falling 
before his eyes, and sprinkling 
across his face and shoulders. 

It is not the nightmare which 
haunts him, but rather reality. 

Hoskins, a 23-year-old Canton 
Township resident, insists his 1978 
red Firebird is a death trap, one that 
nearly took his life. 

By looking at Hoskins, today, it is 
hard to believe that only a few 
months ago his face was covered 
with razor thin cuts, literally hun- 
dreds of them. 

After a l-car accident, resulting 
from an alleged defective window on 
the driver’s side of his new car, 
Hoskins says he now suffers from 
daily migraine headaches. 


He is seeking retribution. Hoskins 
has filed a lawsuit for $1 million 
against auto dealership Red Holman 
Pontiac in Westland and General 
Motors Inc. 

Hoskins recalls his life beginning 
its shift into reverse about six 
months after purchasing the sporty 
vehicle. 

“One day I was sitting outside a 
party store and the window just 
popped out. It just shattered. I 
wasn’t doing anything to it,” 
Hoskins said. 

He was not injured, that time. 

The window was promptly 
replaced by the Westland auto 
dealer, and Hoskins went on his way. 

A few weeks later, however, when 
he and his wife and small child were 
attempting to exit the car the win- 
dow again shattered. 

“My son was in my lap that time,”

Hoskins noted. 

That time, as in the previous in- 
cident the glass particles flew 
outward. No one was injured. 

Back to the dealership. Only this 
time Hoskins recalls asking 
management to investigate the 
baffling matter. He, then, insisted 
the automobile be returned to the 
manufacturer, and he be given a 
replacement vehicle. 

“But the guy said, I won’t use his 
words, that I couldn’t expect him to 
replace the whole ... car,” Hoskins 
said. “So I just gave up and let him 
repair the window.’’ 

Then it happened again and again. 

But it was the fourth encounter 
that left Hoskins with both mental 
and physical scars. 

“It was the fourth time that I got 
hurt. I was driving along about 30 
miles an hour and it was snowing 
and windy,” Hoskins said. 

The window popped, this time with 
the shattered glass particles flying 
in his face. 

“I grabbed my face, and blood 
began to pour all over the place,” he 
squinted. “I can still actually see it 
happening.” 

The car, uncontrolled, swerved 
into a stop sign On impact Hoskins 
flew into the dashboard, then after 
being jostled about, his back 
smashed against the steering wheel. 

“Since then I've been walking into 
walls, losing my balance. And 
headaches, well, they’re everyday,” 
Hoskins said. 

Doctors have not been able to 
determine the exact cause of his 
physical ailments, and Hoskins said, 
with medical bills mounting, he is 
scheduled to undergo numerous 
tests by neurologist. 

His medical leave at Hydro-Matic, 
a division of General Motors in 
Yp6ilanti, is only permitted for a 
limited time, and due to “doctors’ 
orders’’ he must refrain from most 
physical activity. 

“I’m not the kind of person to sue 
people, but if I can’t find a job the 
rest of my life, what else could I do,” 
said Hoskins. 

Hoskin’s attorney, Kenneth 
Morris, said it may be a matter of 
years before his case goes before a 
trial and is resolved. 

“But in cases like this, he will 
collect. There is no doubt about that. 
The only question is when,” Morris 
said. 

According to Morris, the Hoskin 
case is “just a tip of the iceberg”, in

opening up the complex issue of 
consumer versus auto dealers and 
manufacturers. 

“Everybody’s been in a situation 
similar to Hoskins, maybe not as 
dramatic. You get a lemon, and you 
want to get rid of it. But you don’t 
know how you can afford to pay on 
the first car and buy another,” 
Morris said. 

Morris laments there is no 
legislative support for Hoskins, and 
others like him, with the judicial 
process being a consumer’s only 
legal recourse. 

“There is no law backing him, 
forcing them to either give him a 
new car, or make the necessary 
adjustments,” Morris said. 

Both spokespersons for the 
Westland-based dealership and 
General Motors refused comment on 
the lawsuit. 

Joe Tuchinsky, co-director of 
Michigan Citizen Lobby, confirmed 
that while there is no state law 
mandating the manufacturer 
replace a defective vehicle, he said 
court precedents have upheld the 
right of the purchaser in cases 
similar to Hoskins.

state-wide organization, 65,000 
members strong, which successfully 
lobied for the passage of the “auto 
lemon” law. 

Hoskins is suing for both com- 
pensatory damages, and product 
liability. Product liability focuses on 
whether a consumer incurs physical 
harm due to a defect in the product. 

“It sounds rather clear cut. The 
car caused him to get in the ac- 
cident,” Tuchinsky said. 

Tuchinsky said the manufacturers 
have, over the years, tried to amend 
state legislation to make it more 
difficult for the consumer to file 
lawsuits. Michigan Citizens Lobby 
has lobbied against such amend- 
ments to state laws. 

He noted that General Motors 


should not claim it had no knowledge 
of the condition of Hoskins vehicle. 

“You can be sure that from the 
very first time he brought it in for 
repair, the manufacturer knew. It’s 
amazing that they did nothing.” 

Meanwhile, Hoskins is driving the 
Firebird, while patiently waiting for 
a physhiatrist’s report on whether 
he suffers physologically from 
driving the vehicle.

That medical report was 
requested by his attorney, and, 
according to Morris, will most likely 
by utilized at the trial. . 

Hoskins does drive the auto, but 
after the last accident he has refused 
to replace the window. 

“I’ll wait it out, if I have to, but I 
won’t put another window in.”

Auto dealer, GM face lawsuit over defective window 
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Commissioners seek reinstatement of DAJA C program 


Wayne County Commissioners 
Jackie L. Currie of Detroit and 
Mary E Dumas of Livonia, with the 
strong support of industrial, civic 
and police organizations, hope to 
convince State Corrections Director 
Perry Johnson their "Day at 
Jackson” ( DAJAC ) juvenile 
program should be continued after 
the present 60-day suspension ex- 
pires Sept 16. 

Unless Johnson changes his mind, 
the commissioners fear ‘‘Day at 
Jackson” will be permanently 
dismantled, as was the Rahway 
Prison program in New Jersey 
earlier this year 

Both Mrs. Currie and Mrs. Dumas 
vigorously point out: "DAJAC is a 
totally different concept in that 
.AFTER juvenile offenders are 


subjected to Jackson Prison’s 
“JOLT" (Juvenile Offenders Learn 
Truth) program they are provided 
additional counciling, job potentials 
and home leadership to help them 
build a new r life. 

"Rahway and other similar 
projects attempted to scare the 
juveniles away from crime by ex- 
posing them to a half-day of mental 
abuse from hard-core prisoners, and 
then simply sent them home without 
any further assistance." 

The commissioners are con- 
vinced ‘Day at Jackson" was put in 
jeopardy because James C. Yar- 
borough, chief of research for the 
State Corrections Commission, 
made his evaluation of the program 
prematurely, not allowing time to 
properly implement the follow-up 


portion 

"That was actually the heart of 
DAJAC’s concept," they stressed. 

“Day at Jackson" was conceived 
by the two commissioners as a result 
of the on-going JOLT project, for- 
med by Jackson prisoners Dec. 7, 
1978, under the supervision of the 
State Corrections Commission, in 
which court-referred delinquents 
were exposed to the horrors of ac- 
tual prison life. 

The project gave Corrections 
officials an opportunity to compare 
two test groups of delinquents — 
those faced with prison life and 
those not. 

Although Johnson’s report was 
critical of the over-all program his 
findings indicated "control group 
members whose major activity is

have fewer offenses at six months 
than other combinations of groups.” 

"Wayne County’s program en- 
compasses the counties of Oakland, 
Macomb and Washtenaw and has 
been financed through private 
contributions totaling $4,451 from 
local industries, civic groups, police 
enforcement organizations and 
individuals," Mrs. Currie explained 
"These same groups along with the 
Detroit school system and New 
Detroit organization are the ones 
that will be asking the Corrections 
Commission to continue the ‘Day at 
Jackson’ and JOLT programs." 

Some 227 youngsters from the 4- 
county area visited Jackson before 
the suspension ; 500 were referred by 
probation authorities. 

"One factor the Corrections 
Commission failed to take into 
consideration,” Sheriff William 
Lucas pointed out, "is the unex- 
pected results the programs have 
had on prisoners at Jackson. These 
projects actually have set the 
ground work for a new prison reform 
system. 

"Hard-core prisoners with sen- 
tences ranging from 22-25 years are 
the only ones allowed to take part in 
JOLT. Those who compile more than 
two demerits in two years are 
disqualified, and at present there 


are more than 3,000 prisoners 
waiting to take part. 

“This tells me that these prisoners 
have found a way to make 
restitution to society by helping 
youngsters avoid the life-styles that 


eventually lead to prison." 

"Even if ‘Day at Jackson’ were a 
total flop, and it certainly isn’t, the 
potential reform in our prison 
system is well worth the effort,” he 
asserted.

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Shoplifting: 

it's a crime that bridges Generation Gap 


“The feedback I get from students 
in my classroom is that they really 
thought shoplifting was hidden 
under the covers "Their reaction is, 
How did you know about that? 
You’re not a part ol my generation.’ 
It’s almost like I’m bringing it out in 
the open by teaching it in class,” 
said Mary Lou Speei^. an Ann Arbor 
middle school tea cher and con- 
sultant with the Michigan Consumer 
Education Center at Eastern 
Michigan University . 

Speers recently authored a con- 
sumers training module for teachers 
titled, "Shoplifting: A Consumer 
Concern” which explores the social, 
legal and economic aspects of 
shoplifting. 

Shoplifting has reached epidemic 
proportions in recent years, in- 
creasing dramatically since 1967 
Recent estimates place the loss to 
theft at more than $f» billion a year 
nationally. As the price of goods has 
increased, so has the cost of items 
shoplifted from merchants. 

The average value of items stolen 
has risen from $2 to $28 in the past 
few years, recent studies show. To 
(Jeter shoplifters, merchants have 
installed all kinds of devices and 
gadgets — electronic alarms, 
magnetic clothing tags, two-way 
mirrors and ploinclothed guards. 

Shoplifters come from all walks of 
life, are young or old, and can be 
customers or ema'oyees But they 
all have one characteristic in 
common. Most could afford the item 
they chose to steaV 

“The age old thought that, like in 
the Depression days, people steal 
because they Just can’t buy a 
necessity just doesn't hold up today. 
Ijocal police officers say that most 


shoplifters they pick up have enough 
money in their pocket to pay for the 
stolen item,” Speers explained 

Teen-agers, particularly girls, are 
the most common shoplifters The 
reasons they shoplift are numerous: 

—Today’s youth are experience 
oriented They want to experience 
everything, and shoplifting is just 
one experience 

—Shoplifters often feel the store 
owes them something They may 
feel, for instance, that they just 
spent $15 for a shirt and it wasn’t 
worth it, so the store owes them 
something else which they then 
steal. 

—Peer pressure exerts a 
tremendous control over them The 
teen-ager may feel that he or she has 
to shoplift to keep up with or be a 
part of a group. 

—Some teenagers want to “rip 
off” the establishment by shoplif- 
ting. 

—Material possessions aren’t 
valued by teen-agers as much 
anymore. 

Speers said: “Teen-agers don’t 
put a lot of emphasis on material 
goods. There’s not a lot of respect for 
whose property is whose. Of course, 
mo6t of them have everything they 
want at home.” 

—Adults don’t set good examples. 
Children and teen-agers see adults 
manipulating credit accounts and 
stealing ashtrays and towels from 
motels. 

Speers feels that educating the 
public will deter shoplifting The 
serious effects of shoplifting are 
discussed in a family ecology course 
she teaches, call "Buyer Beware " 
This year she received the “Teacher 
of the Year Award" in Michigan for

In her classes and workshops, 
Speers often finds the attitude that if 
caught, the suspected shoplifter can 
simply feign and excuse and return 
the stolen item But many mer- 
chants now r are prosecuting 
suspected shoplifters despite the 


legal costs. 

Speers stresses that shoplifting is 
a serious crime Convicted 
shoplifters may receive prison 
sentences and-or fines, depending on 
the value of the item and shoplifter's 
past record. 

Speers emphasizes that mer- 
chants pass the losses from 
shoplifting to customers Ironically, 
it is the smaller businesses who 
can’t afford great losses that suffer 
the highest percentage of shoplifting 


and retail crimes These businesses, 
according to the Small Business 
Administration, often are forced to 
close, if shoplifting losses increase. 

Since writing the booklet, Speers 
explained that “she is more tolerant 
of stores’ policies For instance, I 
more fully understand now why I 
have to take the potato bag from 
underneath the grocery store cart. 
People conceal things under them’" 
she noted. 


Although Speers’ booklet was 
written primarily as a reference for 
consumer education teachers in 
intermediate and high schools, it is 
also useful for inservice training 
programs and workshops.

One youth was killed and five 
others were wounded in shooting 
incidents at a Cleveland, Ohio, rock 
concert in July. 

It was pointed out by many 
editorial observers that, shocking as 
the incidents of violence were, the 
“majority of the 65,000 young people 
who attended the concert were well- 
behaved." 

This misses the point, even if it is 
true. 

It could just as well be said that of 
the 65,000 youths present, only five 
were shot — there were 64,995 who 
weren’t shot. 

That also is true. 

What the wild disorder at 
Cleveland’s Municipal Stadium 
points up again, and what ought to 
be engaging our attention, is the fact 
that more people than we realize 


are walking around on the same turf 
with us — or maybe sitting on the 
same bus with us — concealing a gun 
or a knife. 

And we are not doing anything 
about it. 

To dismiss the matter by saying 
that the majority of us are well- 
behaved and not concealing 
anything dangerous on our person is 
to whistle in the dark — pretending 
that there is really nothing to fear 
when there is plenty to fear. 

Talk of gun controls scares some 
people as much as guns scare the 
rest of us. They consider gun 
controls an infringement on their 
freedoms. 

And of course they are. But we are 
now at the point where we must ask : 
Aren’t there some freedoms that are 
worth more than others? 

Aren’t freedom from fear and 
freedom from threat of armed 
assault more precious to us than 


freedom to carry a gun of our own — 
or even than freedom from being 
searched? 

Those who wo uld protest that it is 
un-American to be frisked when you 
have done no thing even faintly 
suspicious shou Id be reminded that 
U.S. Customs officials search good 
law-abiding citizens every day. Is 
that a “police sitate" tactic? 

And we are frisked, in effect, 
every time we board a plane or see 
someone off at the airport. 

We submit to some of these in- 
dignities — if that is what they are 
— so we can • enjoy the dignity of 
staying alive longer. 

Dr. B. F. Skinner of Harvard has 
written a book titled, "Beyond 
Freedom and Dignity," in which he 
argues that society can no longer 
afford the concepts of individual 
freedom and human dignity. 

Many religio us people rebel at this 


tfKxight. Individual freedom and 
personal dignity must be respected 
at a 11 costs, they say. 

But if by that they mean that 
people who carry guns and knives 
must be allowed to walk the streets 
without fear of being searched in 
order not to ruffle the feathers of 
those who are supersensitive about 
their dignity, then we may be 
hastening the day of Skinner’s 
"designed culture,” when all of us 
will be manipulated and controlled 
to I oehave in socially desirable ways. 

'rhat prospect is more frightening 
to me than submitting to being 
searched. 


It is folly to take the position that it 
is un-American to find out who the 
gun-toters on our streets are until 
after they have used their weapons 
on some innocent victim. 

Isn’t it more un-American to ask 
the rest of us to live in fear and 
trembling? 

One high public official in Ohio 
told me after the rock concert 
shootings in Cleveland, “We must 
find some reasonable way to screen 
out the weapons which people are 
carrying." 

Is frisking the way?

Holiday travel to decline 


Michigan’s tourist operators 
expect Labor Day weekend to 
continue an upward business swing 
which began in July, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

"Michigan tourism made a strong 
comeback in July, cutting a year- 
long deficit from 9 to 6 percent," 
said Joseph Ratke, Auto Club’s 
touring manager. "A good Labor 
Day followed by an Indian summer 
could cut that deficit to 4 percent." 

Motorists are expected to travel 
680 million miles during the 
traditional “last fling" of summer, a 
2 percent drop from 1978’s record 
Labor Day holiday. 

Next to unfounded fears of 
gasoline shortages and record high 
prices at the pump, Ratke said cool 
weather has been the biggest 
tourism deterrent this summer. 

The National WeMher Service in 
Detroit reports only one 90-degree 
day — Aug. 7 — so far this year. The 
last time Detroit went that long 
without a 90-degree reading was in 


1915. 

Departure from the normal mean 
temperature since Jan. 1 has totaled 
minus 688 degrees, meaning every 
day has been almost three degrees 
below normal in Detroit. 

Southeast Michigan tourism, 
benefitting from near-home travel, 
is up 3 percent from last year, the 
only region in the state ahead of last 
year’s pace. 

The Upper Peninsula continues to 
be the hardest hit area for tourism 
with business down 20 to 22 percent, 
and crossings at the Mackinac 
Bridge off 10 percent from last 
year’s level. 

The tourist business in east 
Michigan, although down about 15 
percent for the year to date, enjoyed 
its best July in history, according to 
the East Michigan Tourist 
Association. Executive Vice 
President James H. Hall said if 
August is as successful as July, the 
year's deficit will be cut in half. 

West Michigan tourism is down 5 


percent overall, but up 5 percent in 
the southern half of the region 
because of its proximity to adjacent 
states. 

“Even though tourism is behind 
last year’s record pace, many 
resorts and establishments are 
enjoying their best years," Ratke 
said. "The businesses that are doing 
well are established resorts where 
customers are assured of value, or 
those near metropolitan areas." 

"Despite the 6 percent overall 
state tourism drop, vacation interest 
in Michigan remains high, M 
reported Ratke. 

He added that an initial Auto Club 
"fuel gauge" survey of 300 major- 
brand stations along main tourist 
routes for the 78-hour holiday period 
shows 100 percent open Friday, 98 
percent Saturday, 69 percent Sunday 
and 82 percent Monday. In the 
Detrolt-area, a check of 100 stations 
shows 99 percent open Friday, 93 
percent Saturday, 59 percent Sunday 
and 69 percent Monday.

A master of display and daz- 
zlement, fashion and theatrical 
designer Erte will be the subject of a 
retrospective at the Detroit Institute 
of Arts through Oct 28. 

Some 250 gouache paintings, pen 
and ink drawings and lithographs 
from 1911 through the 1970s — many 
from the Art Deco period for which 
Erte is most famous — will be 
dispalyed in the museum’s Textile 
Galleries 

Erte continues to work even now 
at age 86 and currently Is finishing 
designs for both a Broadway phow 
and a Paris musical. This long and 


productive career began in 1912 
when the 19-year-old Erte left his 
native Russia to study art in Par is. 

By 1913, he was working for the 
couterier Poiret Poiret s was t hen 
the only couture house to havt* a 
workshop specializing in theatri eal 
costume design, and the owner w r as 
thought outlandishly theatrical by 
the Parisian establishment 

Poiret scandalized and 
revolutionized the fashion scene of 
the times by doing away with the 
corset — thereby completely 
changing the female silhouette and 
carriage; introducing "jupes 


culottes,” or pant s kirts; and using 
bright colors. In Poiret’s fashion 
house, Erte felt righ t at home. 

Throughout his lif*5, Erie has loved 
fantasy, elegance, luxurious 
materials, and all things theatrical. 
His extravagant costumes have 
been worn by Mata Hari. Marion 
Davies, Mistinguett, other 
celebrities and fashionable women 
everywhere His la vish stage sets 
have been the rage of music halls, 
cinemas, and opera houses 
throughout the world — he designed 
decor and-or costum es for the Folies 
Bergere, the Opera de Purls, 


Diaghilev’s ballets, Hollywood 
movies, George White’s Scandals, 
and the Ziegfield Follies among 
others. His designs for many years 
adorned the covers and pages of 
many fashion magazines, most 
notably Harper’s Bazaar, and ex- 
clusive shops in Paris and New York 
have shown his fashions since the 
early 1920s.

His first priority is to “maintain 
the policy of continued high quality 
service to advertisers and readers” 
of Western Wayne County, he said. 


of the fiscal year on Nov. 30 and to 
eventually eliminate a projected 
deficit. 

Board Chairman Richard E. 
Manning outlined the new plan on 
Aug 24 in a letter to state and county 
elected officials, chief staff ad- 
ministrators and union officers. 

The letter followed a meeting with 
the State Municipal Finance 
Commission on Aug 21 when the 
county asked permission to borrow 
$22 million and carry over^ $6.5 
million of its anticipated $19.5 
million deficit into next year. 

Manning in the letter said that the 
Finance Commission opted against 
an immediate decision and that the 
union position is negative toward 
contract amendments allowing a 
reduced work-week. 

Manning s new plan is a revised 
and expanded version of one sub- 
mitted earlier by him that the board 
did not act on when it approved the 
shortened work-week idea. 


To deal with immediate cash 
needs until Nov. 30, the plan calls for 
deferred payment of the final 
quarter cost-of-living allowance, 
pension fund contributions, jail 
construction tax receipts and some 
vendor’s bills. 

For elimination of the entire 
deficit, “the second phase of a two- 
pronged problem,” he said, Man- 
ning asks the courts and other 
departments headed by elected 
officials to consider a 3 percent 
reduction of expenditures through 
the 1980 fiscal year. 

In the final quarter this year and 
all of 1980, this would amount to a 14 
percent reduction of expenses, said 
Manning He suggested also that the 
spending reductions should feature 
quarterly performance audits and 
immediate adjustments to achieve 
the intended goals. 

“Such a proposal would, I believe, 
preserve the independent status of 


the elected officials and courts, and 
provide a reasonable and achievable 
program to eliminate the deficit and 
control future expenses.” Manning 
said. 

Manning stressed that the plan is 
sketchy and tentative, and proposed 
a meeting with major suppliers to 
the county to enlist their cooperation 
in either deferring collection dates 
or accepting promissory notes 
through February. 

He also suggested in the letter the 
possibility of meeting with banking 
concerns and the county credit union 
to encourage purchase of vendor 
notes and alternate financing of 
cost-of-living allowances to preserve 
operating cash. 

Without some such plan with 


immediate and innovative steps, the 
county risks discontinuance of the 
“vital fundamental services for the 
2 4 million citizens we represent,” 
Manning added 

j 

He emphasized that such an action 
is necessary because, he said: < 
“Wayne County cannot unilaterally 
change its form of government. ..and 
that such potential change awaits 
concurrence of the governor, 
legislature and various other , 
political forces.” 

\ 

Although the plan is tentative until 
formally approved by the full Board 
of Commissioners, Manning asked 
the officials involved who are under 
jurisdiction of the general fund to 
defer payment on their own accord j 
in order to maintain payroll j 
obligations during the interim.

Not unlike many area politicians, Romulus’ City Council was 
unable to deal with the thorny problem of eliminating political 
signs. So instead. Mayor Oakley has been forced to pursue a 
course of intimidation rather than law to insure the proper use of 
political signs.

Headiee 


If the people of Michigan are looking forward to real relief from 
t property tax levies, they are in for a rude awakening. 

As the media confidently forecast, lawmakers have taken the 
teeth out of the Headiee Amendment by implementing legislation 
riddled with loopholes and loaded with exemptions. 

Section 29 of the Headiee Amendment clearly requires that if 
the state imposes new or increased duties on local governments, 
; the state must pick up the tab for increased local costs. Yet the 
£ implementing legislation contains at least 17 loopholes or 
exemptions by which the state can evade its constitutional 
responsibilities. 

We believe the Headiee Amendment is clear — any state 
* required increase in local activities or services must be paid for 
- by the state. The loopholes of Senate Bill 460, negate this con- 
r stitutional requirement by exempting state mandates, and this 
r would allow for huge increases in costs which then must be borne 
; by the local taxpayer. 

Representatives of the local governmental alliance, including 
• P cities, counties, townships, schools, and community colleges are 
t united in concluding that the so-called exemptions — subterfuges 
for major shifts in the tax burden — - violate the clear intent of the 
\ Headiee Amendment. 

That alliance offered a substitute to the Senate Administration 
and Rules Committee which conforms to the intent of the Headiee 
Amendment. However, the Committee chose not to take action on 
’ the proposed substitute bill. 

While area lawmakers claim ‘they got the best they could/ 
t there is little doubt that their best managed only to emasculate 
the intent of Headiee.

From your lawmakers 


Pre-recess legislation being signed

Bills approved by the Legislature 
before its summer recess are 
gradually being signed into law. The 
new public acts include several 
which relate to local government. 
One of the most important is a 
measure which guarantees the 
same level of state support for local 
government. 

That new law implements a 
provision of the tax limitation 
amendment approved by voters in 
the November general election. 

The provision requires that the 
share of total state spending paid to 
local units of government, taken as 
a group, not be reduced below what 
was paid in the 1978-79 fiscal year. 

Because the amendment also 
says that the Legilature must im- 
plement its provisions, it was 
necessary to enact law containing 
provisions for determining the 
proportion of state aid ^ to local 
governments, ensuring that the 
payments are made, and defining 
the terms of the amendment. 

The bill signed into law covers 
school districts, intermediate school 
districts, community colleges, 
cities, counties, townships, villages 
and local government authorities 
and political subdivisions’. 

State spending does not include 
federal funds used by the state for 
local government. 

The legislation requires the 
Department of Management and 
Budget to make the calculation of 
the percentage of the state budget 
that goes to local government, based 
on the 1978-79 fiscal year, and 
requires appropriations bills ap- 
proved by the Legislature to include 
an itemized statement of state 
spending to local units. 

It also creates a local government 
payment fund into which the 
Legislature can appropriate money 
if it appeared additional funds would 
be necessary to meet required 
spending levels to local government, 
but for which specific spending 
programs were not approved. 

The law becomes effective 
December 31, with the Legislature 
intending to ask the State Supreme 
Court in the meantime to issue an 
advisory opinion on a section of the 


amendment stating that new 
programs assumed by the State 
from local government would still be 
counted as local program spending. 

It is estimated that the share of 
total state spending that goes to 
local units if government is just 
over 40 percent of the budget. Thus, 
of every dollar (not counting federal 
money) the state spends in the 
future, as least 40 cents will have to 
be paid to local government. 

This does not mean that each local 
governments share of state 
spending will remain at that level, 
but rather that overall spending for 
all local government will continue at 
the 40 percent level. 

Also, analysts predict that a 
recession could bring about a drastic 
shift in the way that 40 percent will 
be divided A high rate of unem- 
ployment, for instance, results in 
greater pressure on social services, 


medicaid, mental health and 
corrections budgets. 

Thus, some local programs, 
possibly such things as education or 
recreation, would be reduced in 
favor of other more pressing needs. 

A recession could also mean a loss 
in state revenues. If state revenues 
go down, the 40 percent share paid to 
local governments would be w r orth 
less. 

What the new law does is to 
guarantee that the share of state 
spending that goes to local govern- 
ments will not be reduced, no matter 
how difficult the state’s financial 
situation should become. 

Also related to the tax limitation 
amendment is another new law* 
which affects local government. 

The amendment places limits on 
local government taxes and spen- 
ding This caused a conflict with law 
which governs municipal bonds for 


water or sewer systems, specifically 
those covered by a 1957 law which 
authorizes local units of government 
to contract with a county to issue 
bonds for such public im- 
provements. 

Because of this, the Attorney 
General had instructed the State 
Municipal Finance Commission to 
withhold approval of bonds 
requested under that law because it 
does not comply with requirements 
of the tax limitation amendment. 

The bill recently signed into a 
public act would bring the 1957 law 
into compliance with the tax 
limitation amendment by giving 
municipalities the option of pledging 
tax support for bond obligations 
within limitations of the amend- 
ment or seeking voter approval for 
taxes outside the constitutional

Dour Carol, 

II seems odd to write you a letter like 
(Ms, hot I don't have anyone to turn to. And 
ih b getting worse Instead of better. 1 
dm't know where to begin — I’m so mixed 

I am a married woman in my early 50*s. 
My husband had children by someone else 
that I raised. When we first married we 
didn't have anything. Both he and 1 worked 
very hard doing all hinds of odd jobs so 
that we could have enough money to buy a 
beautiful home, and so that he could go 
hbo business for himself. 

I worked with him until he started 
lairing about how everything was his — 
even though both the kids and I had 
worked wkh him. 

Now, all the kids are grown, and I do 
work during the day. Even so, my husband 
dMsa't want me to have any 9ay around 
tie house. If I asked one of the kids to clean 
the bathroom or their room, he says "You 
don't do anything— you clean it!" 

I can’t even buy the food — I have to eat 
what they buy and fix. He won't give me 
any money — he tries to keep every penny 
out of my hands. He always says that he is 
always paying the bills — but 1 do pay 
same hilts out of my little money, and I do 
pay for my own clothes and doctor bills. 

I have both a heart and nervous con- 
dition which I have to see a doctor for, plus 
I recently paid for an operation I had. He 
agys that's nothing — I should pay for 
more. I said I don't know how I can, since I 


don't have enough money. I suggested that 
the kids help pay the bills. They don't have 
anything to do with their money but throw 
It away. 

Ail of them are still at home and he 
doesn’t want them to do anything at all. He 
has put everybody and everything before 
me. 

However, when one of the kids gets sick 
he wants no part of them. When one of 
them had a nervous breakdown he 
wouldn't even visit the hospital. The 
reason this child is now better is because I 
went to the hospital every day to let that 
person know that I was still there. Now he 
says — "My child this" and "my daughter 
that." 

He always says that he works late, but 
he doesn't get home til 4 o'clock in the 
morning. Then he turns on the T.V. and the 
fan, knowing that I can't sleep because its 
too noisy and cold. I don't have anywhere 
to sleep. When he does come early he gets 
up in the middle of the night, takes a bath, 
and leaves until the next night. Sometimes 
he doesn't come home at all, 

I just don’t know what to think. I'm so 
tired because I can't sleep at night. He 
says that I'm crazy. Maybe I am. 1 have 
tried to get him to go with me to talk to 
somebody about us, but he won't. I have 
tried to be a good wife, but now everything 
is so mixed up. I have cried until I can't 
cry anymore. I need help. Please help me.

It founds as though you have tried hard to help and cooperate in your marriage. For 
yean you have focused on helping your husband and children meet their needs. Now, 
they don’t seem to need you anymore — you feel unsure of what your role is in their lives, 
and you feel used.

New Black leadership is needed

"BLACK LEADERS SHOCKED" 
headlined the Washington Star in a 
roundup of reaction to Andrew Young s 
resignation 

The Rev. Jesse Jackson, of Chicago’s 
Federally-funded "PUSH Equality’ 
movement, fanned the fires of racial 
hatred by announcing ”a heightened sense 
of antagonism between blacks and Jews." 

Coretta Scott King, widow of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., declared that she is 
"shocked” because “Andrew Young, more 
than any other individual, symbolized the 
administration’s commitment to human 
rights — both at home and around the 
world.” 

Indeed he did. In Iran, for example, 
where drumhead courts martial 
culminated in firing squads by the hun- 
dreds — and women being flogged for 
adultery — Human Rights Andy identified 
the man responsible as a "saint.” 

In the Central African Empire, the 
Emperor Bokassa I has been charged by 
an investigating commission of five black 
African governments with participating in 
the torture and murder of 100 
schoolchildren — one of whom, a nine- 
year-old boy, had his eyes gouged out by 
the Emperor himself. 

Did you hear Human Rights Andy say 
anything about this monstrous atrocity? 
Neither did we. 

What we do recall, however, is that ex- 
ambassador Young, while rarely con- 
cerned about massive numbers of blacks 


butchered by black dictators in Africa, 
was mightily concerned about the 
Honorable Charles Diggs, founder of the 
racially segregated Congressional Black 
Caucus. 

Diggs, who was found guilty of stealing 
from both the U.S. government as well as 
from his Congressional staffers, was 
identified in sworn testimony as "a man 
you can trust” — by the Honorable An- 
drew. He was identified as a man whose 
character is "impeccable” by the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson. And Diggs was identified 
by Mrs. King as “a man of great integrity 
and character.” 

In the midst of the launching of the Andy 
Young Martyrdom Scenario, came the 
Justice Department’s announcement that 
it is suing Diggs for $240,000, in the 
authorized double damages from the 
$120,228 which Diggs stole from his staf- 
fers. 

These Diggs court appearances last 
October, along with the current chorus of 
"Black Leaders Shocked,” suggests the 
nation’s desperate need for some new 
black leadership. For these demagogues 
express no concern whatever about An- 
drew Young’s lying, or about his 
despicable threatening of the Israelis if 
they exposed his betrayal of U.S. policy 
and promise. 

They expressed no concern whatever 
that Young had met with and commended 
a gang of Palestinian cutthroats who 
provided a bodyguard for Idi Amin, during 


his massacre of so many blacks in , 
Uganda. 

The conduct of these "black leaders” 
may serve to convince Presidential 
candidates that any enlisting of their 
support can be as costly or lethal as paying 
bills with the aid of a Mafia loan shark. 

The nation s black communities surely I 
deserve leaders of infinitely greater 
honesty and wisdom. For the demagogues ; 
who are currently identified as "black 
leaders” are the same people who led so 
many blacks into the 1972 camp of the most 
badly beaten presidential candidate in 
American history.

You’re in good hands. 
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Steinhauer captures U.S. 
Water Skiing championship 


At the age of 13, Marty Steinhauer 
, owns the coveted title of a national 
champion 

The young athlete captured the 
prestigious National Water Ski 
Championship in his age group 
during competitions recently staged 
in Ducoin. Illinois. 

"I was nervous, but I felt I could 
win/’ said Steinhauer who was 
runner-up nationally a year ago and 
was determined to win it this year, 
•it’s a goal you strive for and 
Til be moving up to a tougher 
bracket because I'll be 14 next 
year.” 

Steinhauer finished first in the 
slalom competition, an event which 
requires the competitor to circle 
several strategically placed balls in 
the water. Each contestant rounds 
these series of bouys at increasing 
speeds up to 34 miles per hour and 
then executes the manuevers while 
the towline is shortened creating 
difficulty until one either misses or 
falls. 

Steinhauer established a record in 
the jumping event as he cleared 107 
feet, eclipsing the old mark by one 
foot. The skier here is given three 
attempts to go over the jump where 
the criteria for winning is distance 


attained. The jump is an inclined 
plane of 14 feet wide and 24 feet long 
which is 5 feet off the water at the 
end. 

In trick skiing. Marty had his 
problems. He missed making a 
dean sweep of all three events when 
he claimed a fifth place in this 
exercise. Here, the skier is allowed 
two passes through the course of 2fr 
seconds each and performs as many 
tricks as possible all of which have 
prescribed point values. 

“My goal since last September 
had been to place first in over all 
competition in the national cham- 
pionships,” Steinhauer said, “and, 
believe me, I worked hard and I 
guess I was a little lucky, too.” 

Long a nationally recognized 
water skier, Marty had been seeded 
first in both the slalom and jumping 
events. He confirmed the seeding 
committee’s confidence in him by 
placing first in these two events. He 
finished fifth in the trick event to top 
his first over-all National Cham- 
pionsionship. 

Marty paved the way to the United 
States title by placing first in all 
three events at the state cham- 
pionships held in July at Brighton. 
He was first in all three events in the 
Midwest Regional Championships

One is the Hallmark Company which manages to get its messages 
across in a most delightful manner and the other is Kraft Foods and its 
many good cooking, eating and serving ideas. 

BUT — as much as I enjoy Kraft’s television offerings is just how 
much I detest its radio blurbs. I have HAD it with the Kraft macaroni 
and cheese “testimonials” from all those good ole down-homes types 
who about froth at the mouth extolling the goodness of Kraft dinner. 

Testimonials of any sort, because they try SO hard to make them 
sound like Mr. and Mrs. Average American, are obnoxious, irritating 
and farcical (and doubly so — when aired back-to-back on WJU.) And 
because they ARE so downright stupid, I never fail to wonder just 
why ad agencies keep bombarding us with that boring style! (I also 
happen to HATE Kraft dinner . . .) ^ 


If perchance, like yours truly, you’re a novice in the school of 
micro-wave ovenry, you might appreciate a few helpful hints which 
came our way from the Microwave Cooking Center in San Francisco. 
When tackling that little darling, take into consideration; 

POWER FLUCTUATIONS: Throughout the day, cooking times in 
your microwave oven will vary directly with the fluctuating current 
coming into your house. Less electrical energy means longer cooking 
times Learn to adjust recipes accordingly. Always be sure to note 
different times in recipe margins for future use. 

RESIDUAL COOKING: Be sure to allow standing time after cooking. 
(This is something I wasn’t aware of ... but then, I’m the worst gal alive 
for reading instructions.) Frozen vegetables will be very crisp when 
cooking time is finished and will become tender crisp while standing. 
Remember this rule of thumb: cook 80 percent done in the microwave, 
cook 20 percent at the table. 

MIND THE MINUTES: Watch the cooking times carefully and follow 
these suggestions as to density, shape, weight and seasoning. You'll 
never have to stir, rotate the pan or peek in the microwave oven again. 

FOOD PLACEMENT: To insure proper cooking of vegetables like 
asparagus or broccoli that have thick, delicate, porous tops and dense 
stems, place stems in an outer ring near the outside perimenter of the 
dish and tops in the center of the dish. 

WEIGHT: The more vegetables, the longer the cooking time. Learn to 
cook by weight. The rule of thumb for frozen vegetables is 5 minutes per 
pound. But remember the porous vegetables and those with more water 
will take less time. For example, frozen cauliflower will take less time 
to cook than frozen lima beans.

Districts crack down 
on 'shotless' students

Its free, if you utilize the facilities at the 
Wayne County Health Department offices. 
Or if parents prefer they can always go to 
their family doctor. 

Either way, though, parents must have 
their children immunized before starting 
the new school year. 

That’s the official word of both the state 
and country health departments, and this 
year to be more strictly enforced by the 
school districts than ever before. 

In part, the reason for the “crack down” 
by the government and school agencies is 
Ihe result of a rash of measle occurences in 
the past few years. 

The measles have been hitting high 
school-aged students, said Janice Ar- 
senault, a registered nurse for public health 
department. 

Mrs. Arsenault said there have been 
“quite a few'” cases where high school-aged 
students have come down with the measles, 
and in the majority of those cases the 
students had received their vaccinations 
before the age of 13 months. 

“We’re especially asking “those’ persons 
to return to us for their vaccination,” she 
said, “because we have been finding that 


they are the ones that seem to be getting the 
measles.’" 

Apparently, in the early 1960s the vac- 
cination doses given were not as affective 
as should have been. 

The students having had their shots after 
the age of 13 months have not had re- 
occurrences of measles in their teens, she 
said. 

“Under the age of 13 months the cases 
really have been coming in, but after it 
dropped dramatically,” she said. 

School officials interviewed in the 
Plymouth-Canton, Wayne-Westland. 
Romulus and Van Buren school districts 
said there will be an emphasis on requiring 
new residents to the communities to have 
their school-aged children vaccinated. 

Kindergarten age children also will be of 
prime importance to school officials, who 
are hoping to start the student on the right 
immunization track. 

Also provided at the health clinic, located 
on Merriman Road on the grounds of the 
Wayne County General Hospital, is free 
vision and hearing testing, according to 
Mrs. Arsenault.

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Opening day: 

Districts prepare for 1979-80's start

After every summer, there comes a fall, and 
every school-age youngster knows what that 
means. 

School days are scheduled to begin for Western 
Wayne County students within the next two weeks. 

One area district that breaks the tradition of 
school-after-Labor-Day is the Plymouth-Canton 


Community Schools, where students either go to 
year-round school with intermittent vacations, or 
follow a 9-month calendar. 

The “traditional" school year in Plymouth- 
Canton begins Aug. 29, according to Florence 
Beier, community relations director. Students 
who ride buses will be getting a post card in the 
mail with information about their bus stop and 
time, but those times will be much the same as 
last year. 


Students attending Eriksson, Field, Gallimore, 
Hulsing, Isbister or and Miller elementary 
schools, or Pioneer Middle School, will be on one 
of four year-round scheduling tracks. 

The new school year for Track A, B, and C 
youngsters will begin Aug. 27, Mrs. Beier said. On 
that day, students should report Vh hours later 
than normal starting time because a teachers’ 
meeting is scheduled that morning. Buses will 
arrive \ x z hours later, too, for those who ride. 
From then on, starting times will be the same as 
last year, and students who do ride buses will get 
post cards with schedules on them. 

Track D begins the 1979-80 school year on Sept. 
17, for a full day of classes. 

Meanwhile, Van Buren Schools will hold 
registration for students on Sept. 4 for ap- 
proximately two hours. 

On that day, high school students should report 
at 7:25 a.m., and will be dismissed at 9:31 a.m. 
Junior high school students will begin school that 
day at 8:20 until 10:15 a.m. Students who attend 
Quirk School will be in class that day from 8:20 to 
10:15 a.m., and students at Tyler from 8:30 to 
10:30 a.m. West Willow students should be at 
school from 8:15 to 10:15 a.m. Students attending 
other elementary schools will be in school that day 
from 9:10 to 11 a.m. Buses will be running that 
day, as well as the full school days that begin Sept. 
5.

Students will be mailed information on bus 
routes, or can have questions answered by 
calling 699-5100. New students in the Van Buren 
District may register now at high school and 
junior high school levels, and in elementary 
schools. All buildings will be closed on Aug. 31. 

Romulus Community Schools students will 
return to school on Sept. 5, according to director 
of personnel Terrel LeCesne, but that’s all the 
information he has on the school calendar so 
far. 

School calendar is a negotiable item with the 
teachers’ union, and details of the contract still 
are to be negotiated. The current contract 
expires Aug. 31, LeCesne said. The negotiators 
had not decided by Friday whether Sept. 5 will 
be a full or half day, or time schedules. Details 
should be worked out by next week. 

Students attending the Huron School District 
will have their first full day of classes on Sept. 
5. High school and junior high school starting 
time is 8 a m., and elementary students begin 
at 8:55 a m. Any students who are new to the 
district should register at their local school 
anytime from 7:30 a.m. until 3a. 30 p.m. during 
the week of Aug. 27. 

In the Inkster School District, starting day for 
students also is Sept. 5, and the youngsters 
should come ready to spend the full day in 
classes. Elementary school days begin at 9 
a.m., junior high schools and senior high 
schools at 8:30 a.m. 

Also reporting to class Sept. 5 for a full day of 
school will be students in the Westwood School 
District. At the high school, students should 
report at 7:55 a.m., at the junior high at 8:25 
a.m., and in the elementary schools at 8:50 a.m. 

New students in the Westwood district should 
register at their school prior to the first day of 


class. 

Cherry Hill School district students will have 
received notice of their starting dates in the 
mail by now, outlining the appropriate sch- 
dules. 

Students in grades 10, 11 and 12 will be pre- 
registering in the high school cafeteria next 
week according to the schedule mailed to 
students. 

Then on Sept. 4, all students grades 8 through 
12 will report to their homeroom teachers for 
registration from 1 to 3 p.m. There is no school 
Sept. 5, then on Sept. 6 students in grades 10, 11 
and 12 will report to school from 8 to 11:10 a.m. 

The eighth and ninth graders should report to 
school from 11 :50a.m. until 3 p.m. thatday. 

Sept. 7 will be the first full day of classes for 
junior and senior high schoolers, beginning at 8 
a.m. 

Students in grades 1 through 7 will register at 
their respective schools Sept. 4 at designated 
half-hour time periods according to the 
alphabet, published in the newsletter. Kin- 
dergarten students are being informed by mail 
when to register, and students new in the 
district should register at the Board of 
Education Office, 28500 Avondale, Inkster. 

There will be no school for elementary 
students Sept. 5, then the first full day of classes 
will be Sept. 6, with kindergarten classes 
meeting only in the afternoon that day. 

Wayne-Westland schools will open following 
Labor Day, but the dates, times and details 
were still being ironed out at press time Friday. 
The district does have a tentative agreement 
with teachers on a new 3-year contract. 

Information on the opening of school in 
Wayne-Westland is forthcoming.
